A HONGHOM ROBBERY. 


' GOUrEAOROn et PLUCEY FIGHT. 


Mr. E. W. Hamilton yesierday af- 
ternoon heard evidence.in an armed 
robbery case in which 6 paint-scrap- 
ing contractor and a riceha coolie in 
whose vehicle the contractor was rid- 
ing, put up a plucky fight aginst 
four armed highwaymen, who held 
them up near the railway bridge 
at Hunghom, and succeeded in 
arresting- oe of the outlaws. 

When the case was called yester- 
day, there were two prisoners in the 
doolk:, the first being the man who was 
arrested on tha spot, while the other 
was taken into custody some days 
later on information received and 
was picked out at an identification 
parade, 

The contractor was returniug home 
to Hunghom from Yaumati in the 
small hours of the morning 
of July 18, when the robbery was 
committed. The robbers eaid they 
wore policemen and wanted to search 
the contractor for arms and opium. 
When tho contractor ssid he was 
willidg to go to the station to be 
‘searched; they dragged-him-out-and-|- 
assaulted him. The ricsha coolie was 
also beaten but he very pluokily 
stood by the contraetor. The 
tobbers took a coat from 
the contractor containing a gold 
watch and $1.70 in money. Three of 
them got away, but tha contractor 
and t!.e coolie held on to ons of them 


His confederates returned to rescue 


the man and stabbed the contractor 
thres times in the back sod arms. 
But for the arsistance of tho ricsha 
ccolic the contractor would have been 
forced to relvare his captive. The coolie 
grabbed the man’s arm while the 
contractor blew a police whistle. This 
fetcked a watchman frum the railway 
station and the cagtured man’s con: 
federates took to their beela, 

The captive was taken to the ata: 
tion and the wounded contractor to 
the Kwong Wah Hospital where Dr, 
Ip attended to bis injuries. 

In his evidence yesterday, the 
doctor said that the injuries were not 
serious, but the one in the back might 
have been, asit would have pierced 
the left lung bad it gone ao little 
deeper,
